4s thé good steamer Africa ploughed her way through the bright 
waters of New York Bay, the farewell cheers of many friends still 
lingering in the ears of the passengers, one of the terrible realities 
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incident to life on the great ocean was presented to the startled 
voyagers on the very threshold of their journey over the waste of 
watera. 

There are few things more terrific than a fire at eea—such an 
accident is dreadful on land—but the horrors are tenfold on the 
wide waste of watera. The conflagration that broke out on Wednes- 
day, the 14th of March, on board the Wabamo, was fortunately dis- 
covered withia a few hundred yards of Sandy Hook, and close toa 
steamtug, so that no lives were lost. This was truly providential, 
since had the fire slumbered a few hours longer, there is little doubt 
every soul would have perished. Mr. Morley, the respected and in- 








telligentepilot, No. 1, Moses H. Grinnell, who happened to be on 
board the Africa, when that vessel passed tho burning ship, says 
that he never beheld so rapid a destruction. A few minutes after 
the discovery of the fire the ship was one entire mass of flame. 

The following is an extract from tae protest of Captain Crocker : 
Wednesday, March 14—Commenced with fresh breezes from north- 
west and clear. At nino A. mM. got under way from Quarantine, with 
a pilot on board, and proceeded to sea. At half-past eleven a. m. 
passed Sandy Hook; at a quarter past twelve r. m., when in the 
act of squaring the main yard to discharge the pilot, smoke was dis- 
covered issuing from the booby-hatch and the seams of the deck,

THE HANGING OF STEVENS AND HAZLETT AT 
CHARLESTOWN, VIRGINIA. 


Tae closing scene of the Harper’s Ferry Insurrection was the ex- 
ecution of Stevens"and Hazlett at Charlestown, Va., on Friday, the 
16th of March. Every effort had been made to procure from the 
Legislature of Virginia a commutation of the sentence of these un- 
happy men; but all intercession was refused,and the sentence of 
the law was carried out sternly and justly. 

After the execution, which created but little excitement, the 
bodies of Stevens and Hazlett were sent on by Adams’s Express to 
Marcus Spring, Esq , at Eaglewood, near Perth Amboy, New Jersey. 
Spring was the firm friend of Stevens, and undertook to pay the last 
rites of burial to the misgnided man. Hazlett, 
who seemed to have no friends to whom he could 
appeal for these last offices of humanity, begged 
that he might not be separated in death from his 
friend Stevens. His wishes were respected, and 
they both share the same grave. 

An affecting incident we must mention in con- 
nection with Stevens. His betrotled bride accom- 
panied his remains from Charlestown to Eag!e- 
wood, and wept over the remains of the one whom 
she so fondly loved, and whose lot in life she had 
hoped to share.

GEORGE WOOD, ESQ. 

Tus eminent member of the New York bar was 
born near Trenton, New Jersey, in 1790, of re- 
spectable parents. After receiving an excellent 
education at Princeton College, he resolved to 
study the science of law, and for that purpose en- 
tered the office of Mr. Richard Stockton, the father 
to the present Commodore. He soon became fa- 
mous in New Jersey for his learning, eloquence and 
talent. 

Rightly concluding that New York was the pro- 
per sphere for his rising fame, he came to the Em- 
pire City, and entered upon the study of real estate 
and chancery cases with great energy and re- 
search. In this department of legal experience 
he had few rivals. The Court of Appeals and 
Supreme Courts were frequently the scenes of his 
victories, which gained for him so wide a reputa- 
tion that he was almost forced into political 
importance. His natural courtesy and habits of 
reasoning, however kept him on the side of modera- 
tion, and he was considered as a very liberal Old 
Line Whig, what is now known as the Conservative. 

During the Compromise Measures of 1850, Mr. 
Wood presided at the great Union meeting at 
Castle Garden, being then, as indeed he always 
was, @ determined enemy to all gectional agita- 
tion. About two years ago he retired with a 
handsome competence from the active pursuits of 
his profession, with the prospect of several years 
before him. A few months since he was seized with 
& paralytic stroke, which, on the 18th inst., termi- 
nated his existence. In person he was portly and 
commanding, his appearance and manners dig- 
nified and impressive. He was one of the old 
school, without its precision. His mind was hogi- 
cal, and his arguments were more calculated to 
impress the bench than the jury. He was, em- 
Phatically, a staunch advocate cf the law truth- 
fally expounded and honestly administered.

THE FESTIVAL OF ST PATRICK. 


Tue anniversary of Ireland's patron saint was celebrated on the 17th 
in the most orderly and enthusiastic manner. The dey was brilliant, 
the air was bracing, and everything was in accordance with the 
spirit of the event. The observance of the day commenced with the 
celebration of a solemn pontifical high mass in St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral, by the Right Rev. Dr. Loughlin. At nine o’clock the various 
Civic Societies began to assemble, to tho inspiring music of those 
dear old familiar melodies which alternately move the Celtic hear: 
to love, war or tears. The sidewalks were crowded with Irish lasses, 
whose beauty made sad inroads in the hearts of the bystanders. At 
Union Square, the City Hall Park, and in Brooklyn the crowds were 
immense. The military formed in Grand street, and the Civic Soci- 
eties in East Broadway. 

The line was announced to move at eleven o'clock, but it was 
about half-past twelve o'clock when the march began. Preceded by 
& battalion of policemen, the procession was seen approaching the 
City Hall Park fr:-m Chatham street. First came the military under 
the command of Colonel Michael Corcoran of the Sixty-niath regi- 
ment. Troop L., Brigade Lancers, Captain Bernard Reilly, Sixty- 
ninth regiment, acted as escort to the Commandant and bis Staff; 
then came the Irish American Guard, Captain James Brady ; Sixty- 
ninth Reziment National Cadets ; Second Regiment and Company 
H., Captain Campbell, late Twenty-second Regiment, under command 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Nugent; next the First Regiment, Phoenix 
Brigade, under command of Lieutenant-Colonel Smith, and a squad-

he chief incident of the cortége was a triumphal car, in which an 
Irish harper was seated, dressed in the ancient Irish garb. His long 
white locks streaming in the wind vividly brought to mind the pic- 
ture portrayed by Gray in his matchless lyric of the Bard.

Houston would have forced their way through the barriers of aristo- 
cratic exclusion in any country, as we have evidences in England by 
the rise of Disraeli, Lyndhurst, Eldon, Brougham, Macaulay and Can- 
ning ; and we cite these names in justice to such men as the subject 
of our present sketch, who, from a very humble position, has elevated 
himself to the commanding position of being a candidate for the 
President’s chair—eubject, of course, to the decision of the Conven- 
tion soon to be held at Charleston. His strongest characteristics 
are an indomitable will, quickness and facility in analysis of what- 
ever subject his mind may grasp, and a sagacity such as is possessed 
by few who have entered the political areua. 

Stephen Arnold Douglas was born in Brandon, Rutland county, 
Vermont, 23d April, 1813. His father, Dr. Stephen A. Douglas, a 
respectable physician of that town, died of apoplexy, on the Ist of 
July, 1813, leaving two children,a daughter of twenty months, and 
the other the subject of our present memoir. The widow then went 
to live with her brother, a bachelor in good circumstances, and who 
resided on a farm they had inherited from their father. His subse- 
quent marriage, disappointing them of a competency, compelled 
young Stephen, then aged fifteen, to apprentice himself to @ cabinet- 
uaker, in Middlebury, and afterwards at Brandon. His health fail- 
.»g, induced him to turn his attention to a less laborious pursuit, 
[and his mother and sister having at this juncture married a father 

and son named Granger, he went to reside with them in the State of 
| New York, and attended Canandaigua Academy, at the same time 
devoting every spare minute to the study of law. In this quiet and 
laborious course he continued till his nineteenth year. In his 
twentieth year he removed to Cleveland, Ohio, where he entered the 
office of the’ Honorable I. J. Andrews, who then represented that 
district in Congress, being the editor. From thence he went to 
Jacksonville, Illinois, which place he reached in a destitute con- 
dition. Finding no immediate opening for hia services, he went to 
Winchester, where he was engaged as schoolmaster, devoting every 
evening, after his scholastic duties, to his legal studies. His savings 
as a schoolmaster enabled him to commence the practice of the law, 
having previously obtained a licence, and he soon made his indus- 
try and talent tell upon that little community. Atthistime the great 
question was the removal of the Government deposits from the 
United States Bank, and it was in defence of General Jackson that 
the present Senator for Illinois made hj§ first speech to the people 














of Jaéksonville. The success he met with in that effort induced him 
to give more attention to 
politics, and in 1834 he was 
elected by the Legislature 
as States Attorney over Col. 
Jobn J. Hardin. In 1836 he 
was elected a member of the 
Legislature of Illinois, from 
Morgan County, being the 
youngest member in it. 


Shortly after the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature, 
Mr., Douglas received from 
President Van Buren the 
appointment of Land Regis- 
ter at Springfield, for Illinois, 
which office he retained till 
1838, when he was nomi- 
nated for Congress in oppo- 
sition to Mr. Stuart, who was 
elected by a trifling major.ty. 
Itis stated by Mr. Douglas's 
friends that his opponent 
owed his election to the 
mistake of many of his con- 
stituents spelling his name 
es Douglass. 


After his defeat, the pre- 
sent Senator for Illinois 
continued the practice oflaw 
iu Springfield till 1840, when 
he canvassed the State for 
Van Buren and Johnson. At 
the Seesion of the Legisla- 
ture in 1841 he was appointed 
one of the Jadges of the 
Sapreme Court, the duties 
of which he falfilled till the 
summer of 1843, when he 
was nominated as candidate 
SS for Congress for the Quincy 

== ZA District. In this contest he 
was successful, and took his 
seat as a member of the 
Twenty-Eighth Congress la 
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pecember, 1843. In 1844 he was again elected by a 

ch larger majority. 

pefore taking his seat for the third term of his 
ection aS & Representative, a vacancy occurred in 

‘na Senate, by the expiration of the term of General 
gemple, and Jadge Douglas, with great unanimity

Senator Douglas married, in 1847, a daughter of 
Colonel Robert Martin, of North Carolina, and with 
her he obtained a large fortune in land and persoval 
property. She died several years ago. In 1857 he 
again married, Mies Catts, one of the belles of Wash- 
ington, by whom he also obtained considerable 

alth. 

“aan portrait is an excellent likeness, and repre- 
sents the Senator for Illinois as he is now daily seen 
in the Federal Capital. We are glad to announce 
that he has quite recovered from his recent severe 
indisposition, and that, whether as Senator or Presi 
dent, he promises to give our Republic for many 
years to come the benefit of his commanding and 
searching intellect. 

Such men as Douglas, despite the political changes 
which are inevitable in a Republican Government, or 
whatever may be their peculiar views in regard to 
the policy to be pursued by parties or Administra- 
tions, can never occupy @ secondary position; they 
only, as age brings moderation to the flery zeal of 
their middle life, become greater and dearer to the 
people they have served, and gather new glory 
around their names as their earthly career draws 
to a close.

THE NAUTICAL SCHOOL OF MASSA- 
CHUSETTS. 


Or all the difficulties which beset the modern politi- 
cal economist the task of providing for the poor and 
vagrant is among the hardest to get over, and the 
most urgent, being always present, and constantly 
on the increase. Legislation in all countries fails to 
meet this necessity, and at best has proved but of 
veay limited power in properly meeting the question. 
And indeed it would seem to follow as a natural 
sequence of events, that the more extended and the 
higher the civilization of a community, so much 
harder to deal with and more threatening become 
the gaunt bands of grim poverty, with all its mon- 
strous attendance of vice and crime. 

The subject is one which admits of no shirking, 
and hence the establishment of Reform Schools for 
the young, who, having lost their natural guardians, 
or thrown off the obedience due to them, form the 
plastic material from which the finished rogue is 
created. In these schools are provided maintenance, 
education, the knowledge of a craft and wholesome 
restraint ; still it is impossible to shut our eyes to the 
fact that they are thus far failures, the reform 
scholar too often graduating in the State Prison. 

As another move in the right direction, the State 
of Massachusetts has purchased two vessels for the 
use of the Reform School, with a view to training 
those of the boys most fitted for it to a practical 
knowledge of seamanship, which will fit them for 
service in the merchant marine. 

The first suggestion of the State Nautical School 
was made by the Governor in his special Message sent 
to the House of Representatives on the first day of 
the extra session of the Legislature, in which he 
announced the destruction by fire of a portion of 
the buildings of the State Reform School at West- 
boro’. After speaking of the general want of Ameri- 
can sailors on our merchant vessels, he suggests the 
idea whether it would not be wise to make some 
provision for the education of seamen, and to turn

MISS HARRIET LANE. 


Tne subject of our illustration, from the semi-official position which 
she has 80 long sustained with so much honor to herself and credit 
to her country, may be justly termed the first lady inthe land. At 
a very early age she became an orphan, and shortly after her uncle, 
James Buchanan, invited her to share and adorn his bachelor home. 
From that moment their tortunes seem to have been united, and the
